r-!1 7 E print herewith an editorial from the Dubuque Telegraph-

Herald. So seldom is it that we find present day news- 


papers saying anything to employers regarding the avoidance 
* of industrial troubles that it is refreshing to find a message of 
: this kind. Newspapers usually have much advice for the labor- 
| er and the common man but little for the capitalist and the em- 
iployer. The editorial follows: 


Capitalists, piasters of industry, employers of 


' 
labor, make a mistake which will bring bitter results 
when they deal unfairly with their employes. 
The 


results will be bitter not only to the country but to the 
very men who think they are benefiting themselves. 
Employers who pay their men just sufficient to pre- 
vent the workmen from quitting instead of paying a 
fair wage, a wage commensurate with the work done, 
are their own enemies. At any rate, they are the en- 


- emies of employers in general, for it is their conduct 


which causes dissatisfaction, provokes strikes and 
labor troubles, creates anarchists and I. W. W.'s. 


Business men, especially big business men, who do 


not pay fair wages are not the enemies of labor alone; 
they are the enemies of business. They are the worst 
enemies of legitimate, honest business. 


The world of business today has little to fear 


from the working classes. It has much to fear from 
the employers—manufacturers, wholesalers," jobbers, 
even retailers—who slink put of their taxes, underpay 
their workers, refuse to improve working conditions 
for their employes, and, in general, try to grab all they 
can and give as little as they must. It is such people 
who are threatening the economic arid social structure 
of today and are even, through their selfishness and 
narrowness, jeopardizing their own' welfare. .

ployers 
The number of applicants 


for work was almost the same, M 
during the month 
of May .1917 


when there were only lour offices m 
operation. On the other hand 3,000 
more men were called for by em- 
ployers during May, 1913, than dur- 
ing May, 1917. 
The 
greatest shortage 
appears 


to be in the common labor c.ass. 
While 1.411 general laborers were 
called for by employers, only 781 
workmen were sent out in this class 
bv the employment offices. 
Simi- 


Ur'.y 336 unskilled men were called 
for by shops in the metal trades and 
or.lv '84 workmen were sent out .0 
them. There is also a great excess 
in the demand for casual laborers. 
In view of tKe pronounced shortage 
of labor, the employment 
offices 


have adopted the policy of not send- 
ing out any able bodied men for 
casual'work, and this accounts.for 
the fact that only half of the calls 
for casual help were filled. As in 
the previous month, the demand for 
women was very keen and only a 
small part of the calls £07 women 
help could be filled. 


During the last week the employ- 


ment office at Superior 
has been 


moved to new and enlarged ^quar- 
ters, and the office force has been 
materially increased. This action 
has been taken because Superior is 
recognized 
by the United 
States 


Employment Service to be one of 
the most important labor centers of 
the northwest. With only two em- 
ployes in tlrir; office it handled 1,236 
applicants in May, 1918, and many 
who sought- work could not. be ac- 
commodated by the small force in 
thc office. With the enlargement of 
the service at Superior it is expect- 
ed that this office will become one 
of the most important in the entire 
middle west.

coaches Tuesday calls attention to [ 
the inroads which the war has made 
on available men to take charge of 
athletic teams. 
That the supply 


does not begin to meet the demand 
is evidenced by the experience of Di- 
rector Huff during the last school 
vear 
From last September, until 


now he has received fifty requests 
from colleges and high schools as/c- 
ing for recommendations for coach- 
ing positions. 


"In response to these requests we 


have been able to suggest only three 
men," Director Huff says. "The 
truth is that the coaches can't 'be 
provided. - Naturally the university 
;raduates who have gone into this 
work previously are now in the war. 
Many institutions will have to get 
along without a trained coach. Even 
Before the war the demand exceeded 
the supply." 


Registration Drops in War 


The university school for coaches 


was established to meet this want 
and previously to the war was grow- 
ing! rapidly. 
In 1910 there were 19S 


students, but last summer registra- 
tion dropped to 49. 
It is not ex- 


pected to be any larger this sum- 
mer.
